BA.ILROAD TBAFFI€13i CANADA. 


Th« energy which the Canadian rail- 


road lines are displaying as competitors 
with those of tho United States in the 
carrying trade between the E xst aud 
the "West, presents a subjoot for serious 
consideration, and may aid in hasten- 
ing a solution of the probUmof annexa- 
tion. Not only are tha hue? already in 
•xistence rapidly increasing their busi- 
ness, but the completion of tho Canadian 
Pacific and tho rapid impetus which it 
will give to the development of the 
Northwest must soon bring n volume of 
trade that will encourage the builiUug 
of still other lines. Theodore O. Prince, 
American Consul at Belleville, Out., in 
his official report to our government 
calls attention to the fact that while 
from that port, previous to the Winter 
of 1879-80, scarcely any shipments of 
barley, the chief export from that place, 
wera made during the Wiater, in the 
Winter 
of 1881-2, after the Grand 


Trunk had completed its Chicago con- 
nection, the shipments amounted to 
nearly a quarter of a million bushels, 
and this amouut has probably baen ex- 
ceeded by the shipments of the past 
Winter. 
Previously the 
gram was 


shipped by vessels to lake ports in tha 
United States, which were thus made 
points of distribution to the juuaum 
Now the distribution is nude direct 
from the home markets, cars being dis- 
patched to all important poiuts east and 
west. 


A still more significant fact is that a 


large amount of grain from our Western 
States is being transported to tha At- 
lantic seaboard over Canadian lines for 
a greater part of tho distance. All the 
Canadian lines are seeking for thia 
trade, of the Northwest and West, and 
putting forth every possible effort to 
secure it. One step in this direction 
will be the constmotion of the badge 
over St. Mary's river at Sault Sta Mary, 
connecting upper Michigan with Can- 
ada, which was authorized by both tho 
Michigan Legislature and the Canadian 
parliament at their last sessions. The 
Grand Trunk is also seeking new con- 
nections to obtain an increase of traffic 
by way of Georgian Bay. This sudden 
rise in prosperity has made the Canadi- 
ans sanguine, am. they are already pre- 
dicting that Manitoba, with its chiof 
city, Wiunepeg, is destined to bscomu a 
distributing centre for our Northwestern 
States. 
The continued development of 


nearer facilities, however, is likely to 
interfere with the realization of this 
idea. 
Already public sentiment 
in 


agitating for the abolition of tolls uu 
Canadian canals, to counteract the ef- 
fect of the same policy now in existence 
on the Erie canal. Against this policy 
Mr. Prince thinks there is only one 
remedy, and that is the construction of 
a canal across the peninsula between 
Lake Erie and Michigan, and the ex- 
tension of 
canal navigation to the 


Mississippi. It is doubtful, however, 
whether this will ever be done. The 
days of canal construction are probably 
over, and those States that, lika New 
York, still maintain them for the pur- 
pose of forcing down railroad freights, 
are finding them a heavy burden. 
But 


when half a dozen competing hues 
across the United States are completed, 
combinations and poolings will be no 
longer possible, 
and the problem of 


cheap rates will be solved. It is fortu- 
nate for the people at large in the United 
States, rather than otherwise, that Can- 
ada has come to our assistance in the 
solution of this problem. 
When the 


Canadian Pacific is completed there 
will be poured upon the Atlantic sea- 
board a wealth of grain that will add 
immensely to the world'* food supply, 
and aid in ameliorating the conditions 
of life among the working people, both 
in our own manufacturing States and in 
Europe. No true American need feel 
jealous, therefore, of tha prosperity of 
Canada. 


KKCIPJIOCITT WITH HKXICO. 


A copy of th» full t»xt of the Recip- 


rocity Treaty b»tw««n tha United States 
aud Mexico has just been received from 
Washington. 
Tha Commissioner! ap- 


pointed to draft this treaty are U. 3. 
Grant nnd Wm. Henry Treacot ok tha 
part of the United States and M. Ro- 
mero aud E. Canedo on tha part of 
Mexico. 
The tieaty was signed at 


Washington on the 28th of January, 
1883, and provides for ratification by 
the respective 
Governments within 


twelve months, or earlier if possible. 
It is to remain in force for a period of 
six years, wt»u notice of termination 
may be given, with one year to run 
thereafter. 
Under the torms of this 


treaty 2S classifications or produce of 
the growth and manufacture of Mexico 
are to be admitted into the United 
States free of duty, in consideration 
of admitting into Mexico free of duty 
73 classifications of the growth and 
manufacture of the United States. The 
free list from Mexico includes live ani- 
mals for breading purposes, Barley (ex- 
cept Pearl), Beef, Coffae, Egg*, Fruits, 
Hides, Logwood, Molasses, Pulm or 
Cocoanut Oil, QaioksiJter, Shrimps and 
all other Shell Fish, Sngar not above 
No. 16, Dutch Standard in color, un- 
manufactured Tobacco in leaf, all kinds 
of fresh Vegetables and all kinds of un- 
manufactured 
Wood, including ship 


Timber. 


The Sau Francisco Bulletin 
says 


" the articles to be admitted free into 
Mexico under the treaty consist largely 
of such materials as are needed in the 
development of th.it country, in the 
construction of railroads and i» the 
opening of mines. Many of the articles 
also enter into buildings and in the cul- 
tivation of the soil. 
The first on the 


list is Accordeons and Harmonicas, and 
the second is Anvils. The music of the 
latter will likely be of the most practi- 
cal value. 
Other items in the list are 


Bricks, Books, Coal, Cars, Coaches, 
Crucibles, Carriages, Clocks, Dynamite, 
fresh Fruits and Fish, Hoes, Shovels 
and other articles) of hardware, Iron 
and Steel Hails for railroads, Ink and 
all printing materials, Locomotives, 
machines and apparatus of all kinds 
for industrial, agricultural and mining 
purposes, Oats, 
Petroleum, Ponder, 


Quicksilver, Stoves, Sawing Machines, 
Wire, Water Pipe and Window Blinds. 
For the year ending June 30, 1882, the 
Unitedj'States imported from Mexico a 
value of $8,461,900 mostly in specie, 
and sent to Mexico a value of$13,324,500 
in domestic produce and $2,158,000 in 
foreign produce. 
The treaty will bi» ol 


more direct benefit to American manu- 
facturers than to producers, and will 
create a demand for American goods 
now largely supplied from Europe. 


Reciprocity is free trade in,a limited 


form. 
It is something that needs care- 


ful watching and wise adjustment, to 
protect and harmonize all interests. 
Oar reciprocity treaty with the Hawai- 
ian Islands has been the means of de- 
veloping the resources of these Islands 
as never before. 
Many have looked on 


this treaty as very qua-sided, and with 
tha advantage largely in favor of the 
Hawanans. 
This has been counter- 


acted to a,large degree by the introduc- 
tion of American capital. 
If tha Ha- 


waiian Islands have prospered under 
the treaty, our people have shared that 
properity to the extent of tha interest 
they have taken in the growth of the 
Islands. 
If reciprocity with the Ha- 


waiian Islands be justifiable, there is 
better reason for a similar treaty with 
Mexico, the interests of which ara BO 
closely allied to the United States. 
The country ia practically nearer and 
more inviting to American capitalists 
than Arizona was a few years ago. If 
the proposed treaty shall help lloiico 
in the development of her lesonroes, 
there is little doubt that Ameuu.vus will 
get their full share of the bom-fits ari 
ing th»refrorn. 
Reciprocity witli Mex- 


ico will pavo the way for rum [j utility 
with the Central America St.itm, and 
South America States, and may eventu- 
ally furnish the only practical .olution 
to the tariff question." 


THE OHIO POUTIVAIj COHTF8T. 


A very fair statement of the political 


situation in Ohio IB made by tho Grass 
Valley Union which states that the 
Ohio Republicans enter the present 
State canvass with a platform whose 
leading features are a tariff for protec- 
tion 
and 
liquor taxation that will 


amount to practical prohibition. 
As 


Senator Sherman was presiding officer 
of the convention, and is supposed to 
still have aspirations for the Presidency 
this platform may be Caken as a pointer 
for the National Republican platform of 
1881, providing that u winning can be 
made with it this year. The Ohio Re- 
publicans have always baen strong pro- 
tectionists, although the interests of the 
State being largely agricultural the pro- 
tection given by the Morrill tariff, 
which has been in existence for more 
than twenty years, has cost the produ- 
cers of the State a round sum of money. 
The Ohio Democracy will meet this 
platform with one pronouncing in favor 
of a tariff for revenue only, and wi!l not 
favor liquor prohibition. 
The lines 


will therefore be sharply drawn, and the 
result of tha election in October will be 
awaited with great interest, with refer- 
ence to its effect upon tho Presidential 
year. 
If tha Republicans shall win 


Mr. Sherman's prospects for a nomina- 
tion will be advanced, while if victory 
shall side with the Democracy of which 
they now feel sanguine, the Senator will 
be retired from the field, and the Dem- 
ograts will hove the assurrnce that a 
tariff for revenue only, which has long 
been a fundamental portion of the party 
creed, will be a popular battle cry with 
which to make the campagn of 'St. 


Eugene Casserly, ex-United States 


Senator and a lawyer prominently con- 
nected with the history of California, 
is lying at his home, in San Francisco, 
in a condition from which it is believed 
ho cannot recover. 
He has been ill 


with softening of the brain for borne 
time, but within a few days bis con- 
dition has become worse, and it is not 
expected that he can live long.

The San Francisco Bulletin says1 


The travel across the continent now 


is quite large. 
The facilities for getting 


to California from the Atlantic States 
were never so varied and reasonable as 
now. 
While there are only two through 


lines ef rail leading out of San Fran- 
cisco, there are many contributing 
routes that meet these lints more than 
half way. Competition on these feed- 
ers is active, and the result is a largo 
traffic towards the setting sun. Many 
are coming to California this year for 
the first time. There are more pleasuie 
parties coming here than in any pre- 
vious year. This section of the country 
will long be a favorite resort at cer- 
tain seasons of the year for people re- 
siding on the other side of the Rocky 
Mountains. The Pacific Coasi may 
never take the place of Europe with tour- 
ists, because the novelty and change are 
not so great, but thousands will annually 
deem a visit to this side of the country 
more sensible and profitable as well as 
more economical, than a voyage across 
the Atlantic and a hurried run through 
European countries. 
The change of 


climate and scenery will ever be strong 
inducements to attract people this way 
from the Atlantic States. 
Besides, 


every year social and business relations 
between tha Atlantic and Pacific are 
widening and doepeniug, thus rendering 
frequent intercourse more certain aud 
necessary. 


Returns of passenger travel for May 


over the Southern and Central Pacific 
roads, just at hand, show the following 
number of through passengers :

The arrivals last month were the largest, 
with a single exception, in the history 
of the overland traffic. 
Ic is worthy of 


note that the exception was also in the 
month of May, but in 1875, when the 
number of arrivals from the East was 
12,716. That was in the midst of the 
great stock excitement. A few mouths 
before, California stock had sold up to 
$780 per share and Consolidated Vir- 
ginia at $715 per share. At that time 
the shares in about 28 of tho Comstook 
mines were nominally valued at $275,- 
000,000. This excitement 
in stocks 


was no doubt a great factor in attracting 
the large immigration to California, as 
the arrivals overland for 1875 were the 
most numerous on record, the total 
number for the year being 75, 000. Noth- 
ing like that number has since been re- 
corded. Many of these arriving in 1875 
came here as those did in 1849, expecting 
to make their fortunes in a short time 
and return. It is hardly necessary to say 
that the number of disappointed ones 
in the latter caae was proportionately 
greater than in the pioneer days.
